Claims 33-42 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Scope of claim 33-36 is not clear. Electronic form and source are not 
components of a system. 

Scope of claims 37-42 is not clear. Applicants are requested to identify the 
support of each of the claims in the specification.

Claims 1-42 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
Applicants' admission of the teaching of Microsoft Outlook. 

As admitted by Applicants on page 3 of the specification, Microsoft Outlook is 
capable of providing an email respond form in respond to a user's selection of a 
respond. The claims as recited read on the Microsoft Outlook. Note that the claims 
(claim 1 , for example) do not recite that the recipient address filed is dynamically 
changed on the same form (first form) in respond to a user's new selection of respond 
without reloading a new form. Note further that the claims (claim 2, for example) do not 
recite on which form the changing of address takes place.
